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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR l,84(p)(4) because 
reference character "71" has been used to designate two separate parts within figure 3. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an appUcation must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1. 121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear what the metes and bounds are with respect to applicant's use of the terms 
"upper" and "lower" with respect to several components (e.g. groove, protrusion, etc.). It is 
unclear what said components are being referenced with respect to because it appears the 
grooves and protrusions are laterally spaced with respect to each other and the shifter assembly. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee (US Pat. 
6,196,080). 

Lee (US Pat. 6,196,080) discloses a select system for an automatic transmission having a 
select lever 2 switching over between a mechanical automatic mode and an electrical manual 
mode, comprising an engaging protrusion 5 provided to said select lever and extended for a 
predetermined distance to one side; and a rotatable linkage member 3 having an engaging groove 
for inserting said engaging protrusion therein, wherein when said select lever is in the automatic 
mode, said Unkage member 3 is rotatable with a shifting movement of said select lever 2 by an 
engagement between said engaging protrusion and a part of said engaging groove so as to 
achieve mechanical transmission control of said automatic transmission, and when said select 
lever 2 is in the manual mode, said engaging protrusion restricts an accidental rotation of the 
linkage member so as to avoid the mechanical transmission control of the automatic 
transmission, while said engaging protrusion disengages from the part of said engaging groove 
(fig. 2).
